The interests of the sportsmen 
are being looked after through 
the Organized Sportsmen, Inc., 
and George D. Difani who has been 
retained by the OSC as its legis- 
lative representative. Difani who 
lives in Sacramento is a building 
construction contractor, has been 
active in organized fish and game 
groups for many years. 

OSC is composed of three re- 
gional councils, the Associated, 
Sportsmen for the north, the

Each of these three councils 
are in turn composed of practically 
all the individual sportsmen’s 
clubs in the various districts. For 
instance the Central Council now 
has three clubs in Madera, one in

. . . Weather Slows Crops... 


Cool weather in California vege- 
table producing areas in late Feb- 
ruary and early March slowed 
development of many crops, and 
the total volume of fresh vege- 
tables moving from the state this 
month will be substantially lighter 
than in February. 

Although frosts have occurred, 
damage to vegetable crops has 
been negligible in most sections. 
Favorable weather in the latter 
part of March will result in 
heavier shipments of a number of 
vegetables. 

Rainfall in some sections of 
California has been exceptionally 
heavy during the past winter, but 
rains have not reduced the acreage 
planted to spring vegetables to 
any great extent. In fact, spring 
plantings of such crops as lettuce, 
Processing peas and processing 
spinach are equal to or greater 
than those of last winter.

fornia are receiving a fair volume 
of strawberries for so early in 
the season. The berries are being 
harvested largely in the warm sec- 
tions of San Diego county, and 
some are coming from the Coa- | 
chella and Imperial valleys.

If you have to keep cooked 
meat, poultry or fish, or any broth 
or gravy, cover it in the refrigera- 
tor and plan to use it up within 
a few days.

Tulare Meeting At Memorial Hall, 


A public hearing to o in data 
on the. cost of distributing milk 
has been called by the bureau of 
milk control, state department of 
agriculture, for Memorial hall, 125 
south M street, Tulare today. 

The Tulare hearing, which is 
scheduled for dairymen of the 
county, is one of five similar hear- 
ings in the state. The hearings 
were called after petitions had 
been filed by distributors, con- 
tending that higher wages and in- 
creased costs of materials are caus- 
ing them to lose money under pres- 
ent minimum prices allowed by the 
state. 

The distributors claim that dur- 
ing the past six months almost 


every item of their equipment and | 


supply has increased in cost, some 
of them to a great degree. They 
also claim that they have in- 
creased the wages of employees 
engaged in processing and dis- 
tributing milk, by ten cents per 
hour in most cases. Spokesmen 
for the distributors told the de- 
partment that the industry had 
done all it could to keep the cost 
of processing and distributing milk 
as low as possible but that under
